Agri SA, in vandag se landbou speel. 

Sarnie Luttig het die geskiedenis van land- 
bou in Prince Albert weergegee - 'n 
moeilike taak as 'n man net vyftien mi- 
nute het om te se wat in 250 jaar gebeur 
het!

Teen die 21 s,e Junie het ons al die Winter- 
sonstilstandpunt verbygesteek, maar die 
dae word eers na die 5de Julie in die og- 
gende, met een minuut per dag, langer. 
Dit gebeur nadat ons verby die verste 
punt (aphelion-1 52,092 mil. km) van die 
Son op die aardwentelbaan gespoed het 
teen 107,000 km/uur. (Teen hierdie 
spoed is daar hoop dat die winter ook gou 
verby sal gaan.) Vanaf 16 Junie geskied 
die sonsondergange reeds later met 'n 
minuut elke dag. Die somer kom defni- 
tief! 

Volmaan is op die 3de Julie en Nuwe 
Maan op die 1 9de Julie. 

Venus het op 6 Junie tydens haar onder- 
ste konjunksie voor die Son verbygegaan 
en daar het 'n Venusoorgang plaasgevind 
waartydens Venus van die oostelike na 
die westelike kant van die Son verwissel 
het. Dit beteken dat Venus nou voor die 
Son opkom en vir die res van die jaar 
helder (mag.- 4.7) as die "Oggendster" 
sal skyn. 

Mars (Ares in Grieks) beweeg nou vinnig 
deur die sterrebeeld Virgo in rigting 
Antares en is vir die volgende twee 
maande met Saturnus in 'n wedloop ver- 
wikkel wat hy uiteindelik sal wen. 

Jupiter in die sterrebeeld Taurus, die 
bul, is op die oomblik net in die vroee 
oggendure sigbaar tot November. In 
Desember sal Taurus weer in die aand 
sigbaar wees bokant ons kop. 

Saturnus is sigbaar die hele aand en 
beweeg deur die sterrebeeld Virgo, weg 
van Spica wat naby die Ekliptika is. 



Voor die sterrebeeld Scorpius is daar 
twee helder sterre wat die sterrebeeld 
Libra, die Weegskaal voorstel. In die 
antieke tyd was die twee sterre, a en P 
Librae deel van 'n groter Skerpioen en 
hulle Arabiese name Zuben el Chamali 
en Zuben el Genubi beteken vandag nog 
die Noordelike en Suidelike Knypers van 
die Skerpioen respektiewelik, maar in 
Julius Caesar se tyd is hulle van die Sker- 
pioen afgesny en tot die twaalfde diere- 
riemteken verander.

Dit is nou veral opvallend hoe 
naby die Skerpioen aan die Suiderkruisis. 
In die suidelike rigting huisves ons sterre- 
hemel ware perels wat reeds met 'n 
verkyker opgespoor kan word soos die 
dubbelster Acrux, helderste ster in die 
Suiderkruis, Omega Centauri, die mooi- 
ste bolvormige sterrehopie in Centaurus, 
die Eta Carina newel tussen die 
Suiderkruis en die Valskruis en natuurlik 
die mooi galaksie, die Groot Magellaanse 
Wolk.

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Scientist's About-face on the Dangers of Fracking 

New research shows that fracking in 
the Karoo could lead to one of the 



biggest water pollution problems in the 
world. 

According to leading South African geohy- 
drologist, Prof Gerrit van Tonder of the 
University of the Free State's Groundwater 
Institute "There will be trouble. Shell and 
the other companies involved must take 
note." 

According to a Cape Times news story by 
environmental reporter Melanie Gosling 
earlier this month this is in direct contra- 
diction to Prof van Tonder's earlier stance 
that fracking for gas "posed no problems 
for underground water." 

It also directly contradicts the view of an- 
other UFS geohydrologist, Dr Danie Ver- 
meulen, whose statemnt "Fracking can be 
worth Billions for South Africa" was re- 
ported in the November/December 2011 
issue of the Prince Albert Friend after ap- 
pearing in the Business Times. Vermeulen 
said the threat of fracking fluids seeping 
into underground water was "minimal" as 
there was a substantial distance between 



aquifers and shale gas. 

But Prof van Tonder and his doctoral stu- 
dent, Fanie de Lange, have now completed 
new research which has revealed that be- 
cause of the Karoo' s unique geology, there 
are vast numbers of natural pathways along 
which the water can flow upwards. And with 
the upward flow, the water will carry the 
toxic cocktail of fracking chemicals up to the 
freshwater underground aquifers nearer the 
surface. 

This is the water that most of the Karoo 
towns and farmers depend on. 

"Underground dolerite dykes unique to the 
Karoo create pathways around which the 
water moves upwards. All the hot springs in 
the Karoo are associated with these dykes. 
About 80 percent of the holes that Soekor 
drilled in the Karoo in the past hit dolerite 
dykes, said Prof van Tonder. "And thousands 
of new artificial pathwys will be created by 
each new fracking borehole" 

This contaminated water could take several 
years to reach the freshwater aquifers - or it 
could take only days He said this had already 



happened as a result of fracking in the 
Marcellus shales of Pennsylvania, USA, 
where the underground water also flowed 
upwards. 

Quoted in an article by Julienne du Toit in 
the Farmer's Weekly of 8 June, Prof van 
Tonder said "The facts were before us all 
the time. Someone should have picked it 
up before, but I'm proud that I did. I freely 
admit now that I made mistakes in the 
past." His change of heart came after a 
remark from a US hydrologist who spoke 
of the Marcellus shale fields' worrying 
vertical flow of water. 

"That reminded me of the exploration 
holes drilled by the gold companies on my 
father's Free State farm. Water rose up in 
them and was still warm at the sur- 
face." Another trigger for the mindset 
change was the revelation of the sheer 
scale of Shell's planned well pads. 

With the government talking of lifting the 
moratorium on hydraulic fracturing, we 
shall have to see which of these eminent 
geologists is going to have the final word.

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A Share in the Square Kilometre Array (SKA) 



After a frustratingly long wait and 
several postponements, it was finally 
announced on 25May 2012, that South 
Africa would share the hosting of the 
world's largest radio telescope (the SKA) 
with Australia/New Zealand, its competi- 
tor in the bid. 

And this should not be seen as a negative 
for all the hard work that went into the bid 
offer. Fortunately, due to scientific ad- 
vancements, the SKA has been divided 
into two quite distinct components along 
different frequency fields. 

The South African site, being at a higher 
elevation (1000 m), will be used to investi- 
gate space with the mid-frequency radio 
telescope, while Australia/New Zealand 
will host the low frequency part. This is 
regarded as advantageous because of the 
use of existing investment at both sites. To 
the seven dishes of South Africa's Karoo 
Array Telescope (KAT-7) another 64 
dishes will be added by 2016 to establish 
the MeerKAT. Really interesting is the 
fact that the first few years of the Meer- 



KAT 's telescope time are already fully 
sold, even although the telescope is still 
only on the drawing board. Another 190 
mid-frequency dish-shaped antennas, each 
about 15m high will be added to the site 
around Carnarvon to complete phase 1 in 
South Africa. During phase 2 about three 
thousand mid-frequency dishes will be 
erected around southern Africa. 

Radio astronomy can be employed during 
daylight hours as well as at night, unob- 
structed by Earth's atmosphere or pollu- 
tion, dust clouds, nebulae or other objects 
in space. All of which gives astronomers a 
unique tool with which to look into the 
furthest parts of our Universe. First stop 
may very well be the mammoth black hole 
at the centre of our Milky Way Galaxy! 

Detrimental to a sensitive large-scale radio 
telescope are earth-generated radio signals. 
These include those emitted by cell phones 
& towers, microwave ovens, TV/radio 
broadcasts and electro-magnetic interfer- 
ence from overhead power lines. All of 
which would be disadvantageous to radio 



astronomy research. 

So it is that the 'radio quiet' area around 
Carnarvon in the Great Karoo was chosen as 
the ideal site for the SKA. And South Africa 
can be proud that it has such a rare, pristine 
site that qualifies it to host the largest radio 
telescope in the world... and not too far from 
largest optical telescope in the Southern 
Hemisphere, SALT! 

As with any telescope, earthquakes and 
tremors would have a detrimental effect on 
the efficacy of the SKA. Thus fracking in 
the Karoo could destroy the multinational 
endeavour that has gone into creating this 
hugely expensive, world class, scientific 
research facility with the potential to benefit 
Africa and indeed the whole world. 

Already more 'astronomy tourists' are visit- 
ing the otherwise desolate area at Carnarvon 
to visit KAT-7. So just imagine what a 
boost the SKA, with its thousands of dishes, 
will provide to the South African tourism 
industry!

Ailsa's stories combined with Lydia Bar- 
rella's historical tour of the Cape Dutch, 
Victorian and "brakdak" architecture was 
an education, and gave me a real sense of 
the place and its people. So enchanting 
was the subject matter, I found myself 
repeating Lydia's tour on my own the 
next day, taking in all the architectural 
details she had pointed out that otherwise 
would have completely escaped my atten- 
tion, including the tilted-on-its-axis chim- 
ney on Jeremy and Di Freemantle's roof 
(a house Lydia described as the finest 
example of Victorian architecture in 
town) or the original pressed tin ceilings 
of what was the first bioscope in town and 
is now Karoo Looms. Lydia is the only 
person who's ever made me gaze at a 
building housing a Pep store. Then again, 
Pep stores in other places don't tend to be 
tenanted in historical monuments. 

My multiple chats with antiques collector 
Colleen Penfold during my lunches and 
pop-ins for coffee at the Country Store 
(the lemonade and carrot cake there are 
the stuff that dreams are made of) was 
how I learned about Fred, possibly the 
only basset hound to hit the non-comic 
strip section of the newspaper. I heard 
tales of flight mishaps and country living 
at locals joint The Swartberg Arms, which 
artist and former flight attendant JP 
Meyer suggested when I whisked him off 
to dinner after his illuminating talk on the 
evolution of art. 

Annette Coetzee invited me to Pollock at 
Die Dam the day I arrived, and thought- 
fully brought a woollen blanket for me to 
wrap myself in during the arctic screen- 
ing. A couple of days later she gave Sonja 
and me a guided tour of the Friendship 
Exhibition she had agreed to put on in her 
house, next door to the studio where she 
hosts JP's art classes. Sue took me on a 
one-on-one nature walk at Wolwekraal 
when there was a snafu with the timing of 
the one I'd booked the day before. This 
brought the vygies and fauna to life after 
the illustrated lecture on the birds, bees 
and flowers of the Karoo I'd attended by 
Sue a few evenings before, where Richard 
worked the slide projector. 

Elsa de Beer, at Prince Albert Olives, 
gave me a patient and detailed rundown 
of how the olive press worked even 



though she and her team were clearly 
packing up for the day when I arrived. 
Wander into a factory in Cape Town at 
closing time and you will be swiftly 
shown the door. Later on I strolled into 
Susan and Herman Perold's garden where 
I tasted their SoetKaroo dessert wine and 
heard the story of how it all began. Then it 
was on to Gay's Dairy. That all of these 
glorious products are being produced at 
locations within a stone's throw of one 
another adds another extraordinary (and 
delicious) element to the town. 

On the food front, I must also make men- 
tion of the divine souffle style omelettes at 
Dennehof, and anything Jeremy whips up. 
The falafel he made during our vegetarian 
super food cooking workshop at African 
Relish was indescribably unbelievable. I 
have yet to meet a falafel I haven't liked, 
but to these I would have pledged eternal 
commitment. I also had the pleasure of 
partaking of Use Schutten's homemade 
Greek feast, shortly after reading about 
her home in House & Leisure magazine. 
After hearing what she has done in her life 
and her many talents - from fashion de- 
sign to building to cooking to painting - I 
felt like Hugh Grant from Four Weddings 
and a Funeral, when he tells Andie Mac- 
Dowell after hearing about her rather 
lengthy list of sexual conquests, "I don't 
know what the f*#% I've been doing with 
my time." 

I hope the Autumn School turns into an 
annual event. It could be to Prince Albert 
what the lit fest is to Franschhoek and 
Wacky Wine to Robertson. And while it 
was a rare pleasure to be one of the few 
non-locals participating - and have all of 
your undivided attention as a result - I 
look forward to being one of many non- 
locals next time, where I'll be able to trade 
on my non-newbie status.

The paintings in the Victoria Dining 
Room at the Swartberg Hotel share 
a ghostly tale. Bought, it is said, at an 
auction in London, the young woman 
who appears in them was supposed to 
have murdered her lover and when the 
light was right, susceptible viewers, par- 
ticularly those who had imbibed a drink 
or three, might see his ghost in the paint- 
ings... 

It might be a little more difficult to be- 
lieve this tale since Tim Rowson has 
restored both paintings to their former 
glory, for the gentle-faced lady whose 
features are now so readily visible could 
never have performed such a gruesome 
deed. 

The pastoral scenes were both painted in 
1894 by Frank Hider (1861 - 1933), a 
well-known artist in his day, painting in 
Oils and Watercolours, whose subjects 
predominantly featured landscape and 
coastal scenes. A Google search reveals 
many such pictures, some of which were 
painted as pairs, as is likely with the Ho- 
tel paintings. Very few feature figures, so 
these paintings are rather special. 

Over the years they had suffered rough 
handling: a fork had pierced one and the 
other had a tear which might have been 
made by a chair leg. Tim found that two 
sections of torn canvas had been folded 



towards the back and could be gently flat- 
tened. Some holes had been repaired with 
polyfilla or brown paper and many small 
areas had been repainted with poster paint. 
Fortunately most of the former repairs were 
easy to remove and Tim could set about 
cleaning the canvasses of their varnish and 
accumulated dirt, repairing the tears and 
then repainting those areas which had been 
damaged. 

Tim's careful restoration has revealed our 
lady wears a tucked skirt and v-shaped 
bodice; what was once an insipid sunset is 
now a delicious glow; a distant landscape 
emerged from the former gloom and the 
children in the background are picking 



flowers. The bark on the trees is light, the 
grass and reeds have new life and the 
water sparkles. Tim also refurbished the 
frames, building up the damaged decora- 
tive plaster and adding a burnish of gold. 

Restoring paintings is a little different 
from Tim's usual artistic work. For the 
past ten years he has worked in the 
Masks and Puppet department for The 
Lion King, the Walt Disney Theatrical 
production. This has taken him from 
South Africa to Australia, Shanghai, 
Taipei and Singapore and in October he 
will be heading back to Melbourne to 
look after the puppets in War Horse. 

Tim is looking forward to working with 
the life-sized puppets which were created 
by the Handspring Puppet Company 
based in Cape Town. They differ some- 
what from those in The Lion King which 
were attached to a particular character 
and actor; those in War Horse are charac- 
ters in their own right and each has three 
teams of three actors to bring them to 
life. 

Until October Tim's creative streak will 
be engaged in on-going restoration and 
work in the garden with Michael at the 
Prince Albert Garden Guest House. 
While we wait to hear if anyone sees the 
ghost in Frank Hider' s paintings. . .

Louisa Mokoaqo loves sport! 

I ur 'Inspire our Youth' articles so 
far this year have been aimed at the 
young people in our community but this 
month's Prince Albert resident provides 
inspiration for everyone. 

Louisa Mokoaqo is a familiar figure at 
the Lazy Lizard and many of us have 
enjoyed the delicious carrot cake, choco- 
late cake and muffins she regularly bakes 
there. Few know that she is a young 
woman who, with her twin Johanna, has 
faced great challenges and who continues 
to work hard to achieve her goals. 

Louisa was born in Lesotho and when 
her mother went to work in South Africa 
she and Johanna were brought up by 
their Grandmum in the town of 
Mofeteng. "Grandmum is incredible," 
says Louisa and she is obviously still an 
inspiration in her life. She taught the 
girls to cook porridge by the time they 
were ten - and we're not talking open a 
pack and pour in water: they had to grind 
the corn and collect water before they 
could set about cooking. By the time 
they were fifteen they could cook and 
clean properly and were competent gar- 
deners because Grandmum grows as 
many of her own vegetables as possible. 
Growing food became even more impor- 
tant when the income from the twins' 
Mum dried up because she was termi- 
nally ill. The girls helped to nurse her 
and coped with the trauma of losing their 
mother while still in their teens. 



Their mum had worked for the Barnato 
family, which is how Johanna and then 
Louisa came to live in Prince Albert. 
Louisa had stayed with members of her 
extended family in Bloemfontein, trying 
to complete her schooling, but long hours 
commuting, responsibilities in the home 
and real difficulty in understanding the 
schoolwork meant that she was unsuc- 
cessful. So she moved to Prince Albert to 
live with her sister and started studying 
through Damelin College. 

Once again she found the subjects she 
was taking extremely challenging and did 
not feel equipped for home study. The 
work ethic she has learnt from her Grand- 
mum and her faith in God has formed 
Louisa's philosophy: work hard and take 
every opportunity which is offered to 
you. Caryn Pastrana and Lesley advised 
Louisa to register for Cambridge courses 
and she now has a work and study sched- 
ule which allows her to earn her living 
and get some assistance with her studies. 

Not many people start work at 4.00am 
and then go to school and still fit in time 
at the gym, netball practice and matches! 
That isn't the routine every day, but it is 
an indication of Louisa's determination 
to succeed. Her goals include getting her 
driver's licence - the learner's is behind 
her, achieving marks which will open the 
door to a job which will allow her to earn 
enough to help her Grandmum and which 
would also ideally, be one in which she 
can serve the community. She hopes it 
will be a job where she can study further. 

"Life has sent me some big, big chal- 
lenges but I have to say a big thank you 
to my Grandmum, to Lesley and Caryn 
for the way they help and encourage me." 

Life has now sent a very special experi- 
ence to Louisa, by the time this article is 
published she and her twin will be visit- 
ing the Barnato family in Norway.

Earlier this month St John's Anglican 
Church hall was packed to capacity 
to listen to no fewer than seven local 
authors share the secrets of their success. 
The evening celebrated the 150 th anni- 
versary of the Prince Albert Library and 
was also part of the town's 250 th anniver- 
sary. A further 1 2 writers had their work 
on display in the hall. 

Michael Brunner, spoke on behalf of his 
wife, Gunda, who was away seeking 
inspiration for her next novel. Michael 
revealed that Gunda always writes the 
first draft of her books in longhand to 
make sure that she is giving herself 
enough time and space to listen to her 
Muse. Gunda's two novels, "Zebra Hori- 
son" and "Another Day in Paradise", are 
available in the library. 

By contrast, Ingrid Wolfaardt, author of 
"Heartfruit", stressed the importance of 
self-discipline, the use of other writers 
and a mentor to guide one. She felt that 
there are no shortcuts and that taking 
time is essential. A new way of writing 
has been made possible by electronic 
communication. For instance, she is cur- 
rently working with South Africa's 
famed athlete, Elana Meyer, to write 
Elana's life story. Each chapter of 
Elana's autobiography will appear on her 
blog and will guide Ingrid and Elana in 



the writing of the next chapter. 

Ian Uys described the 21 books he had 
written, ranging from recording the in- 
spiring stories of soldiers who had been 
awarded the Honoris Crux, which is the 
South African equivalent of the Victoria 
Cross, the history of shipwrecks along 
South Africa's coast, events in the An- 
glo-Boer War and most recently, the 
story of Bushman Valley. 

Colin Bower delighted those present by 
describing his book, 'Song of the Lei- 
water', as "a sort of present day Middle- 
march in Prince Albert, where what you 
see is not what you get when you come to 
live in Prince Albert". He noted that peo- 
ple interact very differently here than 
they do in cities. The growing number of 
English speaking residents in the town 
made for an interesting dynamic which 
was reflected in his book. 

Johan and Mariana Botes, who are 
known for their ecumenical efforts and 
for having helped found BADISA in 
Prince Albert, each spoke about the re- 
search they have done and put down in 
print. Mariana had had a need to under- 
stand more about the family she had mar- 
ried into and researched the Botes' fore- 
bears who had first arrived in Prince Al- 
bert in the 1800's. The result was pub- 



lished in: 'Van fabels tot feeste en gewels 
tot geeste'. Many of the familiar surnames 
in the district such as Botma, de Wit, 
Roussouw were direct descendants of the 
two first Botes brothers in South Africa. 
Johan entertained the audience with anec- 
dotes from his research of the 350-year 
history of the NG Kerk in South Africa. He 
noted milestones in the church's history 
such as the Cottesloe Consultation and 
President Nelson Mandela's visit to the 
Groote Kerk in Cape Town where he had 
served. 

Finally Derek Thomas, a writer on the ar- 
chitectural heritage of the town, gave a 
refreshing guide on how to self-publish 
books. Print on demand helped keep costs 
low, although the marketing of self- 
published books demands effort and funds. 
Derek now also writes fiction and told the 
audience that the characters in his five nov- 
els soon became family and in a sense, 
lived with him. 

Rounding off the evening, Lydia Barrella, 
the curator of the Fransie Pienaar Museum 
handed a collection of a number of books 
on sale at the Museum to Reinie Smit, 
Prince Albert's librarian. These included 
all of the late Helena Marincowitz's publi- 
cations (the Library's copies are well- 
thumbed) Neil Ross' 'The Saga of the 
Prince Albert Gold Rush' and Dick 
Metcalfs 'Outward Bound'. 

The event raised R380 in donations for the 
St John's Church fund.

Wat ons graag hiermee wil uitrig, is om 
meer bome in Prince Albert te kry. Nie 
net in jou tuin nie, maar ook vir koelte 
op die sypaadjies. Hierdie maand fokus 
ons op Acacia Karroo of sommer net 
Soetdoring. 

Die doringboom groei omtrent op enige 
plek. Dit is seker een van die mees 
wydverspreide Akasias in Suid-Afrika. 
Dit is n gemiddelde grootte boom van 
sowat 7m wat maklik is om in die veld 
uit te ken. Dit het 'n growwe bas met 'n 
donkerbruin of swarterige kleur en maak 
sekelvormige saadpeule gedurende Janu- 
arie tot Mei van omtrent 12cm lank. Die 
boom groei min of meer lm per jaar of 
selfs meer in natter jare. Dit kan ook 
gesnoei word sonder enige komplikasies. 
Die blomme, soos ons nou kan sien in 
die veld, is pragtige geel balletjies wat 'n 
lekker soet reuk afgee. Dit blom oor die 
algemeen tussen Oktober en Februarie, 
maar kan eintlik enige tyd blom. Dit 
vervaardig baie nektar en stuifmeel wat 
dit 'n uitstekende boom vir bye, ape en

Die dorings 
bied skuiling vir voels se eiers/neste teen 
veral katte. Natuurlik is Soetdoring ook n 
goeie boom wat skoenlappers lok. 
Skoenlappers soos Bloutjies en Hairtails 
maak staat op die nuwe blaartjies en dor- 
ings van die boom vir hulle oorlewing hier 
in Prince Albert. 

Nie net is dit 'n baie lekker koelteboom 
nie, maar dit dien ook as 'n uitstekende 
windbreker om lande, krale of selfs huise. 
Ongelukkig het die Soetdoring 'n ag- 
gressiewe wortelsisteem, dus moet dit nie 
te naby aan sement of geboue geplant 
word wat moontlik beskadig kan word nie. 
Soetdoring is droogte- en ryp bestand wat 
dit 'n baie goeie boom maak vir Prince 
Albert se tuine. Dit verkies vol son en het 
middelmatige hoeveelheid water nodig. 
Natuurlik hoe meer water hoe vinniger 
groei dit, maar met die waterbeperkinge 
hoef jy definitief nie bekommerd te wees 
dat dit sal doodgaan nie.

Joshua Miles: 'Inspiration comes anywhere, by anything' 




Joshua Miles - a self-portrait, woodcut 

Like the Japanese printers before him, 
Joshua Miles seeks to capture the 
"magic, the beauty, or feeling of a mo- 
ment" with his reductive woodblock 
prints, suffused with light and shadow and 
gentle, layered colour. 

During the Edo period, the use of wood- 
block printing expanded from texts to the 
artistic form of ukiyo-e, in which artists 
sought to depict the "fleeting floating 
world," echoing the Buddhist notion that 
life itself is fleeting and imperma- 
nent. Printmaking then involved a sepa- 
rate woodcut for each colour, with some 
artists making up to 15 blocks. 

Reduction printing seems to have been 
developed in the mid-20' century cham- 
pioned by Picasso (using linocut rather 
than woodcut) and artists such as Zheng 
Xu in China. And later, of course, by 
Joshua Miles in Cape Town. 

Growing up, Joshua's drawing at school 
was praised and encouraged and he began 
observing and rendering what he saw as 
closely as possible. He was also witness 
to the evocative and powerful woodcuts 
made by his aunt, artist and art historian 
Dr Elza Miles Botha. 

After a getting a solid foundation in 
graphic design at Cape Technikon, Josh 
went to UCT's Michaelis art school for 



another three years. There, one of his 
teachers, the renowned Cecil Skotnes, 
persuaded him to stay with woodcuts, 
which garnered him the coveted 4' -year 
prize. 

"I started with one colour and spoon- 
printing (transferring the colour from the 
block to paper by placing the paper face- 
down on the block and rubbing the back 
of the paper with a spoon). Over time, my 
work grew more and more involved. I 
have been using a printing press for the 
past three years that has enabled me to 
control quality and work with larger and 
larger pieces, up to 1200mm by 500 mm," 
he explains. 

In reduction printing, as the name implies, 
Joshua creates multi-colour prints using 
only one block of wood, by gradually cut- 
ting more and more of the surface away in 
between the printing of each colour. 
Gradually, he builds up colours from light 
to dark, and depending on the opacity of 
the ink the underlying colours may influ- 
ence the tone of the colours printed on top 
of them. 

Josh says he "pushes the number of layers 
of colour to where not many people go," 
and has mastered the technique of using a 
colour bleed, effectively enabling him to 
roll up more than one colour per layer. 

Reduction cuts are desirable to collectors 
because each print-run is a limited edition 
since the blocks are destroyed in the proc- 
ess. 

The key to successfully making a reduc- 
tion print is a little planning and careful 
registration. Josh says he "travels a very 
rough path to my end result, changing the 
work as I go along." He automatically 
divides up images in his brain: "Even 
when I'm driving, when I see a landscape 
for a fraction of a second my brain takes 
over, dividing it into printable layers, or, 
to quote Melvin Minnaar, I use 'colour 
separation by intuition.'" 

Each print teaches Josh something: "I see 
my progress in the creating process as a 
long line of mistakes. With every mistake 
I learn and therefore hope I never make 
the perfect print!" 



And inspiration comes "anywhere, by any- 
thing." Though he says he has a particular 
fondness for places with few people and 
hopes one day to be commissioned to re- 
cord a "beautiful, desolate place." 

Josh lives with his feisty, Scottish wife An- 
gela, who was trained as a furniture maker, 
and son Fred in Bardskeerdersbos. There 
they have helped build an artists' commu- 
nity committed as he is to a creative life. 
His house and gardens, as full of chickens 
as they are friends, are warm and welcom- 
ing, but being removed from city life en- 
ables him to pursue the more focused and 
almost introverted work of transforming 
what he sees around him into his compel- 
ling prints. From the mouse the cat dragged 
in (entitled 'Gift'), to the long shadows cast 
by the blue gums to a small herd of cows on 
a dam wall, all offer a magic moment Josh 
is able to translate for us through his mas- 
terful carving, colour mixing and printing 
techniques.

The children of Albert College pro- 
duced ten bins as part of a school pro- 
ject. These depict a range of subjects: a 
rather stern Queen Victoria on the pave- 
ment outside Mix on Church Street and 
Prince Albert, after whom our town is 
named, in military uniform at the north- 
ern entrance to the town. There is a 
klipspringer outside MaryAnne and 
Bokkie Botha's house and a representa- 
tion of the first car that ventured up the 
Swartberg Pass located outside the 
Swartberg Arms. 

In front of the Lazy Lizard there is a bin 
showing a shimmering Malachite Sun- 
bird and a dapper Colonel Robert 
Gordon stands opposite the entrance to 
Karoo View Cottages on Magrieta 
Prinsloo Street. The bin showing the 
zigzag of the Swartberg Pass stands 
outside the Lekkerbek Kafee and a 
young Queen Victoria and Prince Al- 
bert dance on their wedding day in front 
of Ruth and Jeff Kain's house in 
Church Street. Fransie Pienaar' s eyes 
twinkle at you from a bin as you ap- 
proach the museum that bears her name. 
Finally, a bin at the entrance to St 
John's Church on Bank Street illustrates 
this historic Anglican Church. 

Christine Thomas' art group painted 
three lively bins that that depict the 
fruit, veggies, chickens and ducks and 
all sorts of goodies that are sold at the 
Market. 

All the children of Prince Albert who 
were part of the Commemorative Bins 
Project deserve a big round of applause 
because their 22 bins are an inspiration 
to all who live here and to our visitors.

When I first suggested upgrading 
and painting special dustbins for 
Prince Albert's 250 1 birthday, I was 
met with a stunned silence. But the 
project truly brought history and art out 
of the Museum and the Gallery and on 
to the streets. I wanted the children of 
the town, in particular, to be involved in 
the project and to learn more about the 
history of the town by creating and 
decorating bins. The idea was to take 
ownership of the project and to appreci- 
ate living in a litter-free town. Our chil- 
dren grabbed this opportunity and pro- 
duced a magnificent array of bins. 

I worked with the art teachers at our 
three schools, Samuel Delport of Prince 
Albert Primer, Jakoba Visagie at Hoer- 
skool Zwartberg and Albert College's 
Sheila Coutouvidis. Christine Thomas 
and her children's art group were also 
involved. All were supplied with paint- 
brushes and a large selection of acrylic 
paints. We had fun bouncing ideas 
around and looking at pictures from the 
Museum. Each school was supplied 
with drums and let loose to decorate 
them. The result was twenty-two mag- 
nificent bins painted by the children and 



a bonus of two bins that Christine contrib- 
uted. 

Jakoba Visagie 's students produced five 
bins with various themes. These were 
graded as an art project and placed in dif- 
ferent parts of the town. For instance 
there is a bin covered in colourful trees 
outside the park on Church Street. An- 
other four are decorated with 250th birth- 
day greetings, the school's badge, the 
South African flag and symbols of the 
Karoo such as tractors, wind pumps, 
sheep and kudu. They can be seen oppo- 
site the school in Pastorie Street and out- 
side Pep Stores and on de Beer and Meir- 
ing Streets. 

Prince Albert Primer's four bins were also 
used by art teacher Samuel Delport as an 
art project for learners. These colourful 
bins were much sought after at the official 
launch of the project on 3 December 
201 1. 'The Rainbow Nation' stands at the 
entrance to Lah-di-dah and 'Welkom in 
PA!' greets passersby outside the Tennis 
Club. A bin sporting the SA Tourism logo 
is outside PrinsKem on Church Street and 
little further along the street is the fourth 
bin depicting the Swartberg mountain 
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Congratulations Christelene and Richard!

Eighteen months ago many resi- 
dents were concerned about local 
government's finances, municipal ac- 
counts, service delivery shortfalls, etc. 
There were even rumours that Prince 
Albert Municipality was facing bank- 
ruptcy. 

But a lot has changed since then and 
this Association has been assured that 
municipal finances are sound and 
healthy.The number of queries regard- 



ing municipal accounts has dropped 
dramatically, although there are always 
bound to be a few. Residents are pay- 
ing their accounts regularly for the 
most part and a number have made ar- 
rangements to 'catch up.' The letter of 
demand that went out a few months 
ago referring to unpaid/overdue ac- 
counts - puzzling to some and offen- 
sive to others - has apparently had a 
positive effect... the municipality's 
cash flow has improved considerably! 



Those who do not/ have not paid their 
electricity accounts, after notification, 
are cut off at the rate of up to 1 00 homes 
and businesses a month. Tough times are 
affecting many people, and there have 
been a few prosecutions for electricity 
theft. The ideal situation would be for 
every resident to have a pre-paid elec- 
tricity meter installed and even a pay-as- 
you go water meter system. This would

make administration easier and mini- 
mise losses. 

Electricity outages are still a problem 
from time to time, but as is well known 
the equipment is old, (spares have to be 
custom-made and can't be bought off 
the shelf) and sometimes it is not our 
Municipality's fault but that of 
ESKOM. 

Anybody who visits the rubbish dump 
will agree that it is (a) not a pretty sight 
and (b) filling up rapidly. The Munici- 
pal Manager, Mr Heinrich Mettler, has 
informed the Association that in the 
new financial year - which begins on 1 
July 2012 - certain machinery will be 
repaired and used for the vastly im- 
proved management of the dump. 

The management of the water supply 
and the quality of our drinking water 
have been given high marks (on the 



Blue Drop scale) and we are assured that 
what comes out of our taps is potable by 
any standards. The sewage plant is work- 
ing well and with the strong sunlight in 
our area, results are satisfactory and also 
measure up well to 'Green Drop' stan- 
dards. 

The Thusong Centre, standing empty and 
incomplete, at the north end of town is 
viewed by some as a 'white elephant.' It 
will hopefully come into operation in the 
near future. 

Whereas the Municipality owns the two 
buildings on either side of ABSA Bank, 
the Thusong Centre will operate on a 
conditional grant, bringing national gov- 
ernment departments to the community. 
There are also plans for job creation pro- 
jects to be funded by national govern- 
ment. 

Municipal accounts and rates will be 
payable at both the present finance office 



and the Thusong Centre. Social Ser- 
vices and the Agency responsible for 
social grants will be located there and a 
community learning centre is planned. 
At some stage Home Affairs may also 
have an office in those premises 
'though, for now, demand does not 
warrant it and a twice-a-month visit by 
a mobile office serves the needs of the 
community. 

Our Municipality will shortly have its 
own Facebook page so residents and 
ratepayers can log in for information 
and leave comments... and we'll email 
our members as soon as it's up.

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Crime on the rise 



"The number of housebreakings is in- 
creasing in Prince Albert at the moment," 
Captain David Claassen, Station Com- 
mander of the SAPS Prince Albert told 
the Friend during June. He added that 
there was a definite link between the rise 
in crime in the town and the amnesty for 
prison offenders announced by President 
Jacob Zuma on Freedom Day at the end 
of April. Twenty-three offenders from 
Prince Albert were granted special remis- 
sion of sentence and returned to the 
town. 

Claassen noted that the break-ins were 
throughout the town and that mainly food 
and liquor were stolen. In one case, a 22- 
year old male, a former offender, was 
arrested on 4 June and will be charged 
with housebreaking and sexual assault. 
The man is being held in custody and the 
SAPS will oppose any bail application. 

Claassen appealed to residents to be vigi- 
lant and to lock their homes when they 



went out. "We need to realise that we no 
longer live in an era or a town where we 
can be as carefree as before," he said. He 
asked that residents report suspicious 
persons to the Police and also notify the 
Station if homes were going to be stand- 
ing empty, even for a night or two.
